Atlantic end Pacific Fleets 
Both Undermanned. 


Inadequacy of Pay is Blamed 
for Lack of Personnel. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—As the 
result of wholesale discharges and 
resignations, and the slackness of re- 
cruiting, the United States Navy is 
in a State of disorganization serious- 
ly reducing the effectiveness of the 
defense of the nation. 

The inadequacy of navy pay to 
meet the increased cost of living 
has driven enlisted men back to 
civil life by the thousands and put 
a damper on’ recruiting. Officers, too, 
are clamoring for release from the 
starvation pay of the lower grades 
under the new conditions, Secretary 
Daniels having found the resignation 
of several hundred on his desk when 
he returned from the Pacific Coast. 

Beth the Atlantic and Pacific fleets 
are undermanned. Secretary Daniels 
denies that any ships have been 
withdrawn from ‘active service for 
lack of men, contending that the 
large number of vessels on the in- 
active list are in dry dock for the 
necessary post-war overhauling. 
Their crews have been transferred 
to the active fleets and yet there 
are not men enough to man ade- 
quately the ships in service. 

NOT FIT TO FIGHT. 

Neither the Atlantic nor Pacific 
fleet could fight a battle today, and 
as for maneuvers—well, Mr. Daniels 
says be hopes that in a few weeks 
or a few months the ships will be 
sufficiently manned to permit target 
Practice and evolutions.

NEW YORK POST. 


School Head will Supervise 
Community Councils. 
Announcement Made that He 
will Take Position. 


Organized Work; Due There 
Monday for Conference. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Dr. 
Albert Shiels, recently resigned 
Superintendent of the Los Ange- 
les public schools and fortner as- 
sociate superintendent of the 
public school system of this city, 
has been chosen to direct the ac- 
tivities of the New York com- 
munity councils. He is now on 
his way here for a brief visit and 
will shortly return to remain. 

Dr. le has attained wide ce- 
lebrity an educator and as a prac- 
tical administrator of public school 
systems, He win have the title of 
director\ of the New York commu- 
nity councils, and will occupy the 
Place left vacant through the res- 
ignation of Dr. John Willis Slaugh- 
ter, who was director of the com- 
munity councils o national de- 
fense shortly after the organization 
of the councils from the framework 
of the old women's committee or 
Council of National Defense. 

In the spring of 1918, when the 
New York public school system was 
canvassing the nation for an effi- 
client superintendent, Dr. Shiels was 
mentioned aa-the best man for the 
place. In a poll conducted by the 
New York Tribune among 200 prom- 
ment school men and educational 
experts the name ot Dr. Shiels was 
amo those mentioned ag the man 
best fitted to- head the complicated 
— schoo] system in New York

tained by th ecommittee, and that he 
undoubtedly came to the task 
spurred by a deep interest in the 
work.

He re- 
turned to California and it is said 
he terminated his work there after 
2 to fill the vacancy let 
by . Blaughter. Dr. Shiels is ex- 
pected to arrive here next Monday 
When the National Association of 
School Superintendents was meet- 
ing in Atlantic City Dr. Shiels was 
a delegate and he spent some time 
im New York. He admitted he was 
interested in the New York public 
school problem and said that it 
presented practically the same 
phases as the Los Angeles system. 
Chief among the items was over- 


cilities, the schoo! lunches and din- 
ing-rooms, and the Americaniza- 


bandling of these problems in the 
West. 

As director of the New York com- 
munity councils, Dr. Shiele will cov- 
ern a Vast organization engaged in 
reconstruction work and occupied in 
numerous socializing projects, with 
a number of branches and distinct 
groups each allotted to specialized 
duty. Mr. Battle summed up the 
undertaking as follows: 

“Most of the subjects that com- 
munity councils discuss cannot be 
disposed of by passing a resolution 
or by casting a ballot. The neigh- 
borhood wants to get something, or 
to do something and there is just 
one way to proceed, to get busy in 
teams.

“Community councils are mede up 
of the rank and file of citizens who 

in in certain dominant interests, 

ut who divide themselves into sub- 
committees, according to the special 
training or enthusiasm of each in- 
dividual. 

“There are subcommittees on 
health, subcommittees for the use 
of libraries, subcommittees on play 
opportunity, subcommittees on mem- 
bership, on finance, on employment, 
on housing and living conditions, on 
the adjustment of industrial dis- 
agreements. And each subcommit- 
tee represents the whole body. while 
yet it gives to its members the one 
thing at a time, which is most na-

Discussing the flow of the Los An- 
Keles River, Mr. Mulholland called 
attention to the fact that the rain- 
fall for the past three years has 
been 26 per cent. deficient, bot that 
the river flow at this time is about 
eighty second feet, and that fully 10 
per cent. of this must be ascribed 
to the return from irrigated lands 
in the San Fernando Valley. which 
naturally will increase their water 


seepage to the river basin as irriga- 
tion continues and expands.

QUARTERMASTER DEPOT 


IT, MAYOR SAYS IN LETTER 
TO SENATOR PHELAN. 


Mayor Snyder yéSterday, sent to 
Senator Phelan à letter in Which he 
makes a strong plea for the u- 
ance of the Quartermaster’s in 
this city, and declares that Los An- 
geles would be unjustly treated wero 
the department in this city discon- 
tinued. The letter says: 1 

“I am in receipt of your telegram 
of the 23rd inst., as follows: 

Have made protest to Quarter- 
master-General. He tells that 
throughout his department he ts get- 
ting back to pre-war conditions, That 
they are without funds to maintain 
war basis. That the cost of the 


clerks in Los Angeles office amounts 
to more than purchases of supplies. 
It looks like hopeless case, but will 
go further inte it. I congratulate 
you on the splendid reception given 
President, which all eastern papers 
described as one of the most bril- 
Mant of his tour.“ 

“On behalf of the citizens of 
Los Angeles, I wan enter a pro- 
test with you, to be filed with the 
War Department, if you see fit, or 
to be used in whatever way you de- 
sire, against the discontinuance of 
the Quartermaster’s Depot in this 
city. 

“While it may be true that just 
at the present time the expenses are 
greater than the amount of sup- 
plies sold, it is not fair to confine 
estimates to July or August; 
but an average, I think, would be a 
more fair way to.estimate the cost 
of the office in this city, and for 
that reason I am inclosing herewith 
a statement as to the amount 
handled by this office from May, 
1917, to August, 1919, which you will 
see amounted to $4,265,812.69, and 
other supplies amounting to $1,359,- 
477.06. 

“I think the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral is treating Los Angeles unjust- 
ly In discontinuing this office. 

“Los Angeles is a large city. It 
has been a patriotic city: no city 
was more patriotic during the war| 
than Los A She always re- 
sponded 100 cent. to every can 
made by the government during the 


war; and being the largest city on 


the Pacific Coast, ste is entitled to 
the continuation of this office. 

“T understand that the same ac- 
tion was taken in Pcrtland, but that 
now it has been decided to continue 
that office in that city. 

“I cannot impress upon you too 
strongly the importance of prompt 
action on this matter.”
